| Largely because of sharp increases in’ acreage. in 25 out of 27 producing States, the 


—¥ 1945 production of certified seed potatoes, estimated at 29,044,868 bushels, exceed- 
ed. the previous record crop of 20,491,817 bushels in 1942 by 42 percent, This re- 
_ presents more than 6 percent of the United States production of all potatoes, and is 
nearly 2-1/3 times the 10-year (1932-41) average of 12,619,399 bushels of certified 
seed potatoes. In addition there weré 12,622,571 bushels of War-approved seed pota- 
_ toes inspected in 1943 making a total of 41,667,439 bushels, or‘nearly 9 percent of 
_ the United States crop of all potatoes, available for planting in 1944. War-approvec 
seed potatoes.are a new grade, established in 1943 by State certification agencies iy 
_ conjunction with the War.Food Administration. Tolerances‘allowed on this grade are | 
greater than those established for the certified grade. War-approved seed potatoes 
have largely superseded the older grade known as selected seed potatoes, which for- 
- -merly were used'as the chief alternative to certified seed for planting. 
Production of certified seed potatoes was larger in 1943 than a year earlier in all 
_ praducing States except 7 namely, Nebraska, Wisconsin, Wyoming, Colorado, Temessee, 
New Jersey, and Kentucky. The 6 leading States -- Maine, North Dakota, Minnesota, 
_ California, New York, and South Dakota which in the aggregate produced 85 percent of 
_ the United States certified seed potato crop -- showed marked increases. 


toi Ltt Maine, where about 48 percent of the United States certified seed crop is usually 

_. grown, a record crop of 15,067,903 bushels was certified in 1943, compared with 

_ 9,508,627 bushels in 1942 and 6,066,325 bushels, the average. In addition, 1,818,259 

_ bushels of War-approved seed were reported. North Dakota, the second important seed 

_ potato State, also produced a record crop which at 5,084,330 bushels was 55 percent 

nora than in 1942 and nearly 34 times the average. This State reported 5,593,687 

bushels of War-approved seed stock, The Minnésota certified seed production at 

- $,505,066 bushels exceeded the record 1942 crop by 45 percent and: was over 2°4/5 

_ times the average, In addition 2,558,866 bushels of War-approved:seed was produced. 
These three States (Maine, North Dakota, and Minnesota) produced in 1943 nearly 76 
percent of the United States supply of Certified,and Wer-approved: seed potatoes, 

_ Production estimates, with comparisons, for these and other States are shownin ~ 

_ The number of acres of certified seed potatoes that passed inspection in 1943 was 

_ darger than in 1942 in all important States except Wisconsin. The United Stetes 

total of 125,977 acres in 1943 was 32 percent more than the 95,230 acres which pass- 

ed inspection a year earlier and compares with :2o, 262: acres in 1941 and 91,939 acres

_ Yields per acre were above those of 1942 in Califorriia, Idaho, Maine, Minnesota, North 

_ Dakota, Pennsylvania, South Dakota, and Washington, but in all other States they 
were lower. For the United States the average of 231 bushels in 1943 compares with 
215 bushels for 1942 and with 182 bushels in 1941. Included in these averages are 

total yields reported by somo States, and yields exclusive of culls in other States. 


_ The production increase in 1943 over 1942 was shared by all leading varieties except 

_ Chippewa and by three minor varieties, namely,Rural New Yorker, Houma, and Spaulding 

_ Rose which showed decreases. Cobbler represented 26.8 percent of all certified seed 

potatoes (28.8 percent in 1942) and 44,4 percent of the total War-anproved production, 
_friumph was second with 19,5 percent of the total (18.8 percent in 1942) ays 58.0 pere 
cent of the War-approved total, Katahdin was in third place representing 16.1 percent
